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Elba mayor joins Alabama Mayors Challenge 
to increase COVID-19 vaccinations statewide 


Elba Mayor Tom Maddox has joined 
more than 40 other Alabama mayors in 
the “We Can Do This Alabama Mayors’ 
Challenge,” a statewide effort to get a 
20-percent increase in vaccinations by 
Sept. 6, Labor Day.

said Dr. Donald Williamson, 
president of the Alabama 
Hospital Association, and 
speaking on behalf of the 
We Can Do This Alabama 
Coalition. “At this point it is 
about sharing information on 
a personal level, encouraging 
those with hesitation to talk 
with their doctor and other 
vaccinated friends and fam- 
ily members. We know that 
our mayors are trusted and 
respected in their communi- 
ties, and we are extremely 
grateful for those who are 
stepping up to help.” 

As of Aug. 10, according to 
ADPH reports, 34 percent of 
Alabamians have been fully 
vaccinated. That’s approxi- 
mately 1.7 million of a population of 5.8 
million. Alabama’s vaccination rate in late 
July was reported as the lowest in the 
nation. Alabama likes to be #1, not #51! 

“There are many people who have res- 
ervations about taking the vaccination. I 
understand and appreciate that, but we 
really need to get this pandemic under con- 
trol, and I believe vaccinations are the best 
way to do that right now,” Mayor Maddox 
said. “An NPR program recently made the 
observation that we don’t know the long 
term effects of the vaccine, but neither do 
we know the long term effects of COVID. 
What we do know is that many who have 
the virus have been extremely sick and 
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who have res- 
ervations about 
taking the vacci- 
nation. I under- 
stand and appre- 
ciate that, but we 
really need to get

* A confirmed report from 
Medical Center Enterprise 
suggested that at one point 
they had 39 COVID patients 
with only two being fully vac- 
cinated. Those two patients 
apparently went home after 
only one night in the hospital. 

* According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), approxi- 
mately 99.5% of COVID-19 
deaths in the United States 
are among unvaccinated peo- 
ple. Likewise, the majority 
of COVID-related hospital 
admissions at Scripps Health 
in San Diego are among 
unvaccinated people. Roughly 10-17% of 
admissions are among vaccinated people, 
according to one of their doctors. 

¢ Tri-County Health in Colorado says 
those who are not fully vaccinated against 
COVID-19 account for the majority of new 
cases in their region,.Some 95% of the 
COVID patients hospitalized in Adams, 
Arapahoe and Douglas counties are not 
fully vaccinated. 

* The Indiana State Health Department 
said Hoosiers who are unvaccinated make 
up 98% of the current COVID-19 cases in

MUNITY...Around 12:30 p.m. Friday, Aug. 13, the intersection of U.S. Highway 84 and 
Alabama Highway 141 claimed two more vehicles with yet another wreck occuring at the 
intersection. This wreck involved a small SUV (shown above) and a small car. While the 
SUV came to a stop in the roadway, the car was pushed off the roadway and came to a stop 
in the right-of-way nearby.

Unusual circumstances lead to tragic accident 


An accident Saturday 
morning, Aug. 14, in Elba 
turned tragic. 


Just prior to 8 a.m, Sat-— 


urday morning a chain of 
events led to a Claxton 
Avenue resident being seri- 
ously injured. The female 
victim later died at a hos- 
pital where she was being 
treated for injuries sus- 
tained. 

Reportedly, a truck was 
traveling south on Claxton 
Avenue at the same time a 
tree fell on a power line on 
Whitman Street. This led 
to guide wires along Clax- 
ton hanging low enough 
to be pulled down even 
more by traffic. Lines 
reportedly somehow got 
wrapped around the tire of 
the truck traveling south 
on Claxton, where at some 
point the wires snapped and 
wrapped around the legs 
of the female victim in the 
yard of her residence. Elba 
Police say she was pulled 
into the roadway. 

Emergency _ personnel 


arrived on scene a short | 


time later and the victim 
was transported from the 
scene to a hospital for treat- 
ment. Unfortunately, she 
succumbed to the injuries 
Saturday afternoon.

Elba City Clerk notes annual levee 
inspection postponed due to COVID 


During her report to Elba 
City Council members 
Monday evening, Aug. 9, 
city clerk Sally Bane noted 
the annual levee inspection 
that had been scheduled by 
the Army Corp of Engineers 
had been postponed due to 
COVID, 

Bane said the Army Corp 


of Engineers has returned 
to working from home 
again due to the increases in 
COVID cases, therefore, the 
levee inspection that was to 
have taken place recently 
did not. She said the Corp of 
Engineers would reschedule 
that inspection as soon as 
employees are allowed to 
return to public work again. 

Council member Gappa 
Wise asked if trash pickup 
around the city was behind, 
and Bane said it was as of 
the Aug. 9th council meet- 
ing. 

Bane said one truck was 
down for repairs, and two 
employees — one with the 
trash truck and one with 
the garbage truck - had 
just returned to work last 
week after being out due to 
COVID. With the return of 
those two employees, she 
said she felt the trash pickup 
would improve. 

Bane said the employees 
working on trash pickup 
had been working overtime 
to help get things caught 
back up as soon as possible. 

Regarding the recreation 
department, the city clerk 
said football and cheer prac- 
tices are in full swing. She 
said the season would begin 
for these youth sports on 
Saturday, Sept. 11, during a 
jamboree event.

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Why only citizens should vote

A growing number of left- 
leaning political activists 
and thinkers are proposing 
that Democrats should legal- 
ize non-citizen voting in a 
purely political power grab, 
In America, voting is one of 
our most sacred privileges 
as US. citizens and play- 
ing partisan games with our 
voting laws will weaken the 
integrity of our elections. 
Even setting aside the prob- 
lematic motivations of non- 
citizen voting, the political, 
cultural, and public policy 
effects of non-citizen voting 
would prove equally prob- 
lematic. The idea of non-cit- 
izen voting on its face seems 
to be an outlandish proposal 
and something similar would 
never be allow in other seg- 
ments of American life. 

Let me ask you, would 
it make sense for the local 
Catholic parish to allow the 
neighboring Baptist church 
membership to select their 
next priest? Should the Lions 
Club membership select the 
next president of the Rotary 
Club? Should the Auburn 
University administration 
decide who coaches The 
University of Alabama’s 
football team? The obvious 
answer to all three questions 
is absolutely not, even though 
the Auburn faithful may like 
that idea, If we would not 
allow similar actions in these 
instances, then we should not 
allow non-citizens to decide 
the leaders of our nation, or 
even our local communities. 


Expanding the electorate to 


include non-citizens would 


weaken the public’s faith in 
both election security and 
integrity at a time when we 
need to reassure Americans 
that our elections are both 
safe and secure. 

As we are all aware, our 
electoral institutions are in 
a fragile and delicate posi- 
tion following recent events, 
and radically altering a bed- 
rock principle such as citizen 
voting would be disastrous. 
Non-citizen voting reduces 
the public’s faith in secure 
elections and burdens local 
authorities with administer- 
ing elections with no abil- 
ity to verify the immigration 
status of some prospective 
voters. Non-citizen voting 
could even have effects on 
our nation’s immigration sys- 
tem, by disincentivizing the 
naturalization process which 
has successfully integrated 
millions of immigrants into 
the broader American iden- 
tity. 

Many Alabamians would 
disagree with the assertion 
made by non-citizen voting 
advocates that it is “just good 
civics” to radically alter the 
long-established traditions of 
citizen voting and naturaliza- 
tion. The naturalization pro- 
cess is greatly incentivized 
by the fact that new citizens 
are officially accepted into 
our political community and 
have earned the privilege 
to shape our nation’s future 
through voting. Nationalized 
citizens must take an oath to 
the U.S. Constitution, and 
they have shown they are 
dedicated to learning about 
our institutions, laws, and 
political culture. The natu- 
ralization process serves as 
an essential, shared experi- 
ence for millions of past and

present immiigrants to the 
USS. In comparison, non-cit- 
izens do not have this same 
shared experience nor have 
they shown the same veri- 
fiable degree of dedication 
to understanding and joining 
our national community. It 
is not “good civics” to allow 
legal residents to vote before 
they receive a proper educa- 
tion in our political culture. 
Non-citizen voting advocates 
point to instances of non- 
citizen voting in U.S. history 
to justify their present-day 
proposals, but they fail to 
put non-citizen voting in its 
proper historical context. 
Non-citizen voting disap- 
peared long ago because it 
outlived its usefulness and 
justifications. In the early 
days of our republic, the idea 
of a national citizenship or 
identity had not fully devel- 
oped, and it was not until the 
well into the 1800s that state 
citizenship started to slowly 
give way to the idea of nation- 
al citizenship. Even before 
this period, many states that 
allowed non-citizen voting 
required that aliens declare 
their intentions to become 
citizens, and some even 
required oaths to the US. 
Constitution. Unsurprisingly, 
at the beginning of the 20th 
century, as our national iden- 
tity became centered around 
a set of collective ideals and 
principles of what it meant to 
be an American citizen, non-

citizen yoting disappeared 
from our political culture. 

If the goal is to increase 
voter participation, then 
non-citizen voting is not the 
correct answer. In Alabama, 
since taking office on 
January 19, 2015, we have 
registered 1,890,152 new 
voters and as it stands today 
we have 3,599 224 registered 
voters in this state. 96% of 
eligible African American 
residents are registered, 91% 
of eligible White residents 
are registered, and 94% of all 
eligible residents in this state — 
are registered to vote. To 
increase voter participation, 
you don’t irrationally expand 
the electorate; instead you 
make it easier to vote and 
harder to cheat. In Alabama, 
we have worked hard to both 
streamline voter registration 
and ensure the security of 
our elections. Consequently, 
we have broken records for 
participation in every elec- 
tion since January 2016. This 
is the model that should be 
replicated throughout the 
country to increase partici- 
pation and representation as 
opposed to partisan power 
grabs. 

Our republic is the envy of 
the world for both its ability 
to hold safe and secure elec- 
tions, as well as its ability 
to integrate newcomers, and 
non-citizen voting would fur- 
ther jeopardize both of these 
cherished traditions.

* Remember Alabama’s 
GDL restricts 16-year-old 
drivers from having more 
than one non-family mem- 
ber in the vehicle when 
driving. ; 

The agency also remind: 
everyone to promote safety 
throughout the school year 
by following these tips: 

* Slow down and be alert, 
particularly in areas near 
school zone 

* In a school zone with 
blinking flashers, stop and 
yield to pedestrians cross 


the crosswalk or at an inter- 


section. 

¢ Never pass a vehicle 
that has stopped for pedes- 
trians. 

¢ Students should only 
cross a street at a crosswalk 
or designated intersection 
once they make eye contact 
with drivers and are certain 
the vehicles will stop. 

+ Watch out for children 
on bicycles and leave 3 feet 
between your vehicle and 
the cyclist when passing 
them. 

¢ Watch for bikes com- 
ing down driveways or from 
behind vehicles parked on 
the street. 

* Do not load or unload 
children across the street 
from the school — unless 
instructed to do so. 

* Be aware of school bus 
stops and drive cautiously 
in the area, preparing to 
stop quickly should a child 
dart out into the street. 

* Consider working with 
other parents to designate 
an adult to supervise chil- 
dren at the bus stop each 
morning.

PASTOR’S CORNER

As I write this article, Tropical Storm Fred is churn- 
ing his way northward through the Gulf of Mexico. 
Warnings and statements have been issued. Across the 
panhandle, preparations are being made. You, the reader, 
has an advantage...you are now “post-Fred.” As you 
read this, Fred has likely already moved through the 
wiregrass, leaving behind, either little to no effect, or 
unexpected devastation for our area. Sitting here, I can 
only speculate and choose to prepare, or not prepare, 


based on what forecaster’s tell me. 


Hurricane warnings come standard with living in 
south Alabama. We can all recall storms which turned 
at the last moment, or weakened before landfall, caus- 
ing much less than the expected damage. I remember 
a storm which was forecast to bring torrential rain and 
strong winds. It was the week of our annual men’s cam- 
pout and the decision to cancel or continue was mine to 
make. I went with caution and called the event off. As 
if on cue, the hurricane turned sharply later that night, 
leaving us with some of the best camping weather all 
year. I also recall a storm several years ago which most 
thought would be little more than a rain event. But, just 
before making landfall, the winds intensified signifi- 
cantly, catching many of us unprepared. When it comes 


to severe weather, it’s better safe than sorry. 


As I thought along these lines, I couldn’t help but 
think of Paul in Acts 27. The apostle had made his 
appeal to Caesar and was being transported as a pris- 
oner to Rome. Paul warns those in charge saying, “Sirs, 
I perceive that this voyage will be with hurt and much 
damage, not only of the lading and ship, but also of 
our lives.” I’m sure some of those who heard him must 
have chuckled; they didn’t have time for fearmongering. 
With goods to transport, the sailors pressed on. But later, 
had it not been for Paul’s prayers, they would have all 
perished in the mighty storm which destroyed their ship. 

Friend, are you prepared for the coming storm? I don’t 
mean Fred. Nor am I referring to the present pandemic 
in our land. I am speaking of the last day events Jesus 
spoke about in Luke 21:34-36, “And take heed to your- 
selves, lest at any time your hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of this life, and 
So that day come upon you unawares. For as a snare 
shall it come on all them that dwell on the face of the 
whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that 
ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things 
that shall come to pass, and to stand before the Son of 


man.” 


This seems to be a neglected message today. But the 
return of our Lord Jesus will catch many unprepared. 
Like the sailors with Paul, many are too busy to listen. 
Friend, if you are not a believer in Christ, don’t wait 
another moment...prepare now. Repent and follow 


Jesus!
